RANGE  AND  FEEDLOT  SALES 


Slaughter  steers  and  heifers  closed  higher 
for  the  sixth  straight  week  to  advance  prices  to 
the  highest  levels  since  May.     Slaughter  steers 
and  heifers  closed   strong  to  75  £  higher  at  most 
midwest  terminals  with  the  exception  of  Chicago 
where  steers  sold  steady  to  50£  lower,  the  de- 
cline on  Prime  and  all  grades  over  1400#.     Cows 
sold  strong  to  75 $  higher;     stockers  and  feeders 
strong  to  §1.00  higher.     Barrows  and  gilts 
closed  unevenly  25-75 £  lower  with  sales  at  St. 
Louis  75 £-$1.25  off;     sows  largely  50£-$1.00 
lower.     Slaughter  lambs  sold  largely  steady  to 
50£  lower,     except  steady  to  25£  higher  at 
Denver,     Omaha  and  Sioux  City.     The  advance  at 
Omaha  limited  to  wooled  lambs. 

SLAUGHTER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  -     Moderate 
marketings  of  cattle  at  midwest  terminals  and 
higher  carcass  beef  prices  at  major  wholesale 
meat  centers  had  a  decidedly  bullish  effect  on 
trading  as  slaughter  steer  and  heifer  prices 
advanced  for  the  sixth  consecutive  week.     Re- 
ceipts at  the  12  markets  were  19   percent  larger 
than  the  holiday  shortened  previous  week  but 
were  little  different  from  the  average  volume  of 
recent  weeks.     Slaughter  steers  sold  strong  to 
75£  higher  with  advances  of  fully  50£  rather 
general.     The  only  major  exception  was  Chicago 
where  Prime  steers  and  all  grades  over  1400# 
were  25-50£  lower.  Heifers  were  strong  to  75 £ 
higher.     Rather  sharp  price  advances  on  cow  beef 
influenced  a  25-75£  advance  on  this  class  while 
bulls  were  steady  to  50£  higher.     Vealers  were 
$1.00  higher  at  St.  Louis  and   steady  at  St.  Paul. 
Good  and  Choice  grades  continued  to  predominate 
in  the  slaughter  steer  and  heifer  supplies  at 
most  points.     However,   an  increased  volume  of 
Good  short  fed  steers  was  received  at  several 
terminals.     The  percentage  of  Prime  in  the 
slaughter  steer  supply  at  Chicago  was  reduced 
from  22  to  15     percent  and  only  a  limited  number 
grading  Prime  were  on  offer  at  other  terminals. 

Bulk  of  the  Choice  and  Prime  steers  brought 
$26.50-28.75  in  Chicago  with  four  loads  Prime 
from  $28.90-29.00  early  in  the  week.     At  other 
points  a  few  loads  of  mixed.  Choice  and  Prime 
went  at  $27.25-28.00,  few  Prime  to  $28.50  in 
Indianapolis.     Bulk  high-Good  and  Choice  sold 
from  $24.75-27.00.     Choice  steer  yearlings 
reached   $28.00  in  Chicago  and  at  several  termi- 
nals Choice  1400-1600#  steers  sold  from  $25.00- 
26.50.     Good  steers  sold  at  $23.25-25.00,  few  to 
$26.00.     Several  loads  of  mixed  Choice  and  Prime 
slaughter  heifers  brought  $26.50-27.50  in  Chicago 
and  a  few  mixed  Choice  and  Prime  $26.00-26.25 
elsewhere.     Bulk  of  the  Choice  heifers  cashed  at 
$24.25-25.75  with  some  high-Choice  to  $26.50  in 
Chicago.     Good  heifers  sold  from  $21.50-24.75. 
Utility  and  Commercial  cows  brought  $14.00-16.50; 
Canner  and  Cutter  $11.50-14.00,  few  Cutter  to 
$15.00. 


STOCKER  AND  FEEDER  CATTLE  AND  CALVES  - 
There  was  no  let-up  in  the  good  demand  which 
featured  the  market  for  stocker  and  feeder 
cattle  and  calves  during  all  of  October  and  No- 
vember.    Prices  for  the  week  in  review  continued 
to  follow  the  stronger  trend  which  now  has  been 
in  effect  almost  without  interruption  for  fully 
two  months.     Seasonally  moderated  numbers  at  mid- 
west terminals  sold  readily  on  a  steady  to  50£ 
higher  basis.     At  Kansas  City  the  market  was 
strong  to  $1.00  higher  while  Oklahoma  City  was 
50£-$1.00  higher  and  Fort  Worth  mbstly  $1.00- 
2.50  up.     Favorable  weather  conditions  this  fall 
coupled  with  abundant  supplies  of  feeds  have 
been  factors  creating  a  widespread  demand  for 
both  stockers  and  feeders  but  the  dominant  influ- 
ence in  triggering  off  the  extremely  aggressive 
competition  at  progressively  stronger  prices  the 
past  two  months  has  been  the  upsurge  in  slaughter 
cattle  prices. 

Good  and  Choice  800-1050#  feeder  steers  sold 
from  $22.00-26.25,  majority  $23.00-25.50.     Load 
Choice  and  Fancy  911#  cashed  at  $26.50.     Choice 
1083#   steers  went  for  further  feeding  at  $24.90. 
Medium  and  low-Good  feeders  sold  from  $20.00- 
23.00.     Good  and  Choice  yearling  stock  steers 
bulked  at  $23.00-27.00  with  many  650-775#  at 
$26.00-26.50.     Choice  693#  reached  $27.20  and 
few  loads  Choice  500-600#  short  yearlings  $28.00- 
29.00.     Medium  and  low-Good  stockers  brought 
$20.00-23.50.     Good  and  Choice  yearling  heifers 
sold  from  $21.50-24.50,     load  Choice  55C#  $26.00. 
Good  and  Choice  steer  calves  bulked  at  $25.00- 
32.00,     few  loads  Choice  and  Fancy  $32.50-33.25. 
Majority  Good  and  Choice  heifer  calves  brought 
$22.00-28.50,   two  loads  high-Choice  325-340# 
$29.00. 

HOGS  -  Terminal  Markets  -  Hog  receipts  ex- 
panded 51     percent  over  the  previous  holiday 
shortened  week  but  were  18     percent  short  of  the 
corresponding  week  a  year  ago?     Marketings  of 
slightly  under  400,000  head  at  the  twelve 
markets  were  the  largest  for  any  week  since  the 
first  week  in  December,  1959.     Mixed  U.  S.   No.  1- 
3  and  2-3  190-240#  barrows  and  gilts  comprised 
the  bulk  of  the  supply  with  a  substantial  show- 
ing of  230-260#  at  western  Corn  Belt  centers.  A 
moderate  number  of  butchers  scaling  over  260# 
also  were  marketed  at  these  western  points.  The 
average  weight  of  barrows  and  gilts  at  the  8 
markets  was  233  #,  unchanged  from  the  previous 
week,  but  3#  above  a  year  ago.     Increased  re- 
ceipts along  with  lower  prices  in  the  dressed 
trade  influenced  lower  prices  at  the  live  level. 
Due  to  the  increased  supply  and  at  some  points  an 
increase  in  butchers  over  230#,  grade  and  weight 
became  a  more  important  price  determining  factor 
and  sorting  for  both  grade  and  weight  was  more 
pronounced  than  during  recent  months.     Barrows 
and  gilts  closed  25£-75£  lower  with  sales  at 
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St.    Louis  750-$1.25   off;   sows   steady  to  $1.25 
lower,    mainly  5O0-$1.<X)  off. 

At  the   close  U.   S.  No.   1,   and   1-2,   and  at 
some  points  uniform  in  weight  U.  S.   1-3,   190- 
240-^  barrows  and  gilts  bulked   at  $17.50-18.25, 
with  U.   S.   1,    190-225;/  at  Indianapolis  up  to 
$18.50.     Mixed  U.   S.   1-3,   and   2-3,   180-250$ 
butchers  sold   largely  at  $17. 00-17. 75,  with  an 
extreme  range   of   $16.75-18.00.     U.   S.   1-3,   270- 
600$   sows  brought  $13.00-15.50,      some  U.S.   1-2, 
25 0-3 3 0$  $15.75-16.00  at  a  few  points. 

Feeder  pigs  declined  500  at  St.   Paul  but 
were  fully  steady  at  Sioux  City.     Good   and 
Choice   130-16C#   at  St.   Paul  brought  $16.50- 
17.00,  with  same  grades  130-170$  at  Sioux  City 
$15.50  to  mostly  $16.00,      few  $16.25-16.50. 

HOGS  -  Receipts  in  the  Interior  Iova- 
Southern  Minnesota  area  were  little  changed  from 
the     previous  week,  but  13  percent  less  than  a 
year  earlier.  Marketings  included  an  increased 
showing  of  butchers  over  220$.     Sows  made  up 
slightly  more  than  8  percent  of  the  supply. 
Barrows  and  gilts     under  220$  were  25-650  lower, 
mostly  50^  off  while  heavier  weights  declined 
50-850.     Sows  were  40-550  lower.     U.  S.  No.   1-3 
200-230$  barrows  and  gilts  sold  late  in  the  week 
at  $16.50-17.25  with  limited  volume  mainly  No. 1-2 
at  $16.65-17.50.     U.   S.  No.   1-3  270-400#   sows 
brought  $13.95-16.15,  No.   2-3  400-550$,   $12.45- 
14.90. 

SHEEP  AND  LAMBS  -     Receipts  of  sheep  and 
lambs  at  the  12  markets  were  51  percent  more 
than  the  previous  week,  but  slightly  less  than 
a  year  earlier.     Good  demand  and  higher  prices 
prevailed  for  slaughter  lambs  on  early  rounds 
but  from  midweek  on,  demand  narrowed  considera- 
bly and  the  initial  upturns  were  more  than  erased 
at  most  markets.     Fairly  liberal  slaughter  lamb 
marketings  and  lower  prices  on  dressed  lamb  were 
bearish  factors  influencing  the  live  trade. 
Slaughter  lambs  were  steady  to  500  lower,   except 
steady  to  250  higher  at  Omaha,  Sioux  City,   and 
Denver.     Slaughter  ewes  were  steady  to  500  high- 
er,    Feeder  lambs  were  mostly  steady  to  strong 
with  sales  50-750  higher  at  St.   Paul.

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BOSTON   WOOL  MARKET  REVIEW 


Trading  for  greasy  domestic  worsted  wools 
at  the  Boston  market  was  slow.  Approximately 
4  cars  of  mostly  medium  fleece  wools  were  sold 
at  steady  prices.  Woolen  wools  and  noils  were 
slow  with  prices  steady  to  firm.  Sales  were 
limited  in  the  territory  and  fleece  wool  States. 
Trading  in  Texas  was  dull  with  prices  on  good 
12  months  wool  firm. 

Cabled  reports  from  Australia  at  midweek 
showed  the  market  steady  to  strong  with  Japan 
and  the  Continent  dominating  and  England  support- 
ing. Results  of  the  Wellington,  New  Zealand 
sale  November  25  showed  prices  steady  to  strong, 
except  slightly  easier  on  carpet  wools.   The 
South  African  auctions  were  steady  to  strong 
with  Italy,  Germany  and  the  Continent  active  and 
some  buying  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  and 
England.  The  South  American  markets  were  slow 
with  Argentine  carpet  wool  prices  slightly 
easier. 

Fleece  Wools  -  Graded  64s  average  to  good 
French  combing  fleece  wool  sold  around  $1.05 
clean  basis j  average  to  good  French  combing 
60/62s  brought  about  $1.01.  Graded  56/58s  baby 
combing  wool  sold  around  $1.03  and  staple  50/54p 
at  $1.05  clean  basis. 

Territory  Wools  -  A  small  volume  of  Wyoming 
lambs  wool  brought  330  grease  basis,  f .o.b. 

Texas  Wools  -  Occasional  small  sales  of  12 
months  wools  were  made  in  Texas  at  $1.16-1.18 
clean  basis,  delivered  Boston;  fall  wool  ranged 
from  87-900  clean  basis,  delivered. 

Mohair  -  A  fair  volume  of  adult  mohair  was 
purchased  in  Texas  at  8l|-0  to  the  warehouse  while 
adult  and  kid  in  small  lots  brought  81^  and 
$1.16|  respectively.  Straight  kid  mohair  was 
scarce  with  a  small  volume  sold  at  $1.48-1.50  to 
the  warehouse. 

Foreign  Wools  -  Trading  for  spot  foreign 
wools  was  very  slow.  A  greasy  Montevideo  super 
skirted  60/64s  sold  for  shipment  around  $1.20 
clean  basis,  duty  paid.  Cabled  quotations  from 
foreign  markets  at  week's  end  follow  with  comb- 
ing wools  converted  to  clean  U.  S.  oil-combed 
yields  and  short  wools  to  scouring  yields,  in 
bond.

LESS  THAN  CAHLOT  MEAT  TRADE  REVIEWS 

EASTERN  SEABOARD  -  Broad  outlets  "for  fresh 
meats  failed  to  materialize   to   the  extent  an- 
ticipated in  wholesale  circles,    as  sellers  felt 
that   retail   6tocks  of  red  meats  and  pork  would 
need  replenishing  in  the  wake  of   relatively 
small  p re-holiday  store  inventories.     Trading 
was  moderately  active  at  best,   with  clearance 
incomplete  at  some  markets.      Some   beef  and  pork 
was  carried  at  Philadelphia,   while  at  New  York 
about  15  percent  of  the  lamb  supply  wa6  unsold. 
Beef  ribs  moved  promptly,    and  demand  was  mostly 
good  for  rounds,  plates,   and  briskets,  but  only 
fair  for  chucks,   hinds  and  loins.     Best  action 
at  New  York  was  on  the  closing  session,    with 
fairly  large   sales  of  beef  consigned  to  storage 
rails  for  future   delivery.     Chain  store  buyers 
were  most  aggressive  for  lamb,  veal  and  pork 
cuts  other  than  pork  loins.
